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FYI,  the  Upper  Animas  Watershed  Mine  Site  and  Upper  Animas  Soils  projects  will  use  the 
Animas  Viewer.  I’m  managing  the  Watershed  project  and  Elliott  is  doing  the  soils.  We  will  send 
you  documents/data  when  available. 


Soils  Project:  The  data  management  plan  for  Upper  Animas  soils  is  due  August  14,  so  you 
should  see  it  by  then.
